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THE WAR’S SHADOW FALLS 
ON WESTERN HEMISPHERE 
AS NAZIS SEIZE DENMARK 


hen German infantrymen slogged into Denmark 

on April 9, the long shadow of the European war 
crossed to the Western Hemisphere and darkened 
the black shores of Denmark's Greenland. President 
Roosevelt, alert to this latest development, suggested 
that it would be “ta good thing for the American 
people to learn a great deal about Greenland.” He 
himself had been reading up on this vast land at the 
front door of the Americas while Washington specu- 
lated on the possibility of Canada’s sending an exped 
tionary force to hold the island against Nazi seizure. 
Teeland, whose king was also the King of Denmark, 
is geographically outside the scope of the Monroe Doc 
trine—but not Greenland, which President Roose- 
velt considers more American than European. 

‘The first men to settle in Iceland were probably 
Irish priests in the 8th Century, followed by Norse 
vikings. Because these fighting men in their flat- 
bottomed long ships were far too proud to obey a 
king, they made Iceland a republic, the first in the 
Western Hemisphere. The U. S. took notice of this 
mother of republies in 1980, the thousandth anni 
sary of the first Icelandic Parliament, by giving 
Iceland the statue shown at right. 

It is of Leif Ericson who discovered Ame 
in the year 1,000, Leif had been taken to Gree 
by his father, Eric the Red, who had been banished 
from Iceland for manslaughter. Leif sailed perhaps 
as far south as Cape Cod. A colony of Greenlanders 
settled briefly on the American shore, then went 
home. The map below shows how easy it is for big 
bombing planes to hop from Norway to Iceland to 
Greenland to Canada, along much the same Great C' 
cle route that Germany's yon Gronau flew in 1930.

World War I, last week became the chief 
battlefield of World War II. What did it was 
Swedish iron ore. Britain unquestionably want- 
ed to nag Adolf Hitler into an invasion of Nor- 
way. What it did not count on was the dazzling 
efficiency with which the German landing forces 
were rushed across the Skagerrak into Norway. 
‘The challenge to the British Navy to step out 
and win the war was clear-cut. It had to do two 
things first: 1) stop German transports in the 
Skagerrak by submarines and planes; 2) occupy 
isolated iron port in the north, in reai 
for a dash to the Swedish iron mines at 
una in case Germany invades Sweden. By 
’s end, it had accomplished the second but 
not the first. 

‘Meanwhile, the German Army and Air Force, 
running a ferry service by air across the Skager- 
rak, had control of the air over southeastern 
Norway. If the British planned to land an 
army somewhere on Norway’s coast, it had to be 
before Germany had air control of all Norway. 
‘This was Britain’s third great job, to land a force 
at a base reasonably safe from German air 
attack, possibly in the far north. 

The timetable of events at left shows clearly 
that the invasions of Denmark and Norw: 
were organized long in advance. ‘Their execu- 
tion was cnormously helped by a snowstorm

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LANDING AT OSLO 


THIS IS HOW GERMANS INVADED 
THE NORWEGIAN CAPITAL BY AIR 


his drawing is no artist's imagining. As nearly as 

careful study of news reports and of German equip- 
ment and tactics made possible, it shows in accurate 
detail the terrifying activity you would have seen if 
you had been at Fornebo Airport near Oslo at about 
10 o'clock on the morning of Ap 

Only an hour or so before, Nazi bombers had 
swooped down on the field, battered its Norse defend- 
crs into submission within 45 minutes. In the distance 
still burns one of the six Norwegian planes direetly hit 
by German bombs before they could leave the ground. 
Now, out of the south, roars an awesome swarm of 50- 
‘odd big Nazi transport planes, tri-motored Junkers 
52s, Each one carries 20 fully-equipped soldiers or 
two and a half tons of ammunition, light guns, other 
equipment. ‘The single-motored Messerschmitt bank- 
ing at right is one of the pursuit patrol guarding the 
transport armada, 

From the landed transport st left, marked on its 
fusclage with the black German war cross and a unit 
letter, soldiers are unloading boxes of ammunition to 
be stacked in foreground. By the swastika-marked 
tail, a gun crew has set up a light 20-mm, automatic 
cannon for test, is priming to defend the field from 
enemy planes. ‘To their right, other soldiers, having 
stacked their Mauser riffes in foreground, are dashing 
off for orders, Other troops may be seen forming up 
beside their transports in the middle distance. At 
right an emptied transport throttles up to taxi down 
the field to the runway and take off for Denmark— 
only an hour away—to pick up another load. 

Oslo, profiting from Helsinki’s experience, had been 
preparing for months for an air attack. Gas masks had 
been issued, 70 covered trench shelters were dug in 
public squares and parks, bombproof steel doors had 
been fitted to the subway entrances. Since 
early March old had been posted 
with full instructions for getting its children, old folks 
and pregnant women out of town ina hurry. But Oslo 
was far from prepared for the appalling swiftness and 
force of the German attack. Between the Nazi war- 
ships and troopships forcing their way into the Oslo- 
fjord, the air transports pouring men and guns onto 
Fornebo field, and the bombers roaring up from th 
base quickly established there to circle over the city 
with threats of instant bombing at the first sign of 
resistance, Oslo was in full surrender by 4 p.m. Order- 
ing all refugees back, the German conquerors halted 
the evacuation before it was well started. 

Norway alone was, of course, easy pickings for the 
mighty German military machine. But military men 
the world over doffed their caps to the efficiency and 
especially to the audacity of the German overwater 
invasion in the face of superior British naval power. 
‘What the Germans have put to a crucial test is the 
ability of air power to overeome sea power. Their 
trust is in the power of airplanes to protect supply 
ships against naval attack, and themselves to move 
troops and supplies with utmost mobility. Far more 
alert and progressive than Allied air commanders, Gér- 
ing & Co. approached the great test with plenty of ex 
perience. The Junkers air transports which you see 
here are the same that ferried Franco’s Moors from 
Morocco to Spain in time’s nick at the beginning of 
the revolt, German troops to Vienna during the occu- 
pation when land transport proved too slow, and Ger- 
man troops again into Poland for the lightning war.

In an eight-month year, ton- 
nage handled at the Lakes ports is greater than the 
foreign trade handled in a full year by all the U. S.

combined. The Lakes fleet of 850 boats is of greater 
tonnage than Holland's whole merchant marine. 
On their blue backs, the Great Lakes literally 
carry the bread and iron of America. Near the west- 
ern shores of Lake Superior, in huge ranges laid hare 
by open pit mining, are billions of tons of fine iron 
ore. Beyond are the inexhaustible grain fields of 
the western U. S. and Canada. For ore and grain, 
the Great Lakes provide a cheap and easy shipping 
route to the steel mills and the dense population of 
the industrial East (see map p. 62 
‘The Indians and the early voyagers used these 
routes for their fur-filled canoes. Later when bigger 
boats came, they had to portage to get from Huron 
to Superior. But in 1855, the Soo Canal was built. 
‘The canal joined Superior, which was Hiawatha’s 
“shining Big-Sea-Water,” to the rest of the Lakes. 
‘Then the real greatness of the Great Lakes began.

Americans keep calm as war flares; Nebraska and Illinois speed the Dewey bandwagon 


‘The shock of the German invasion of Scandinavia 
and the beginning at last of large-scale fighting in 
the west (see pp. 21-36), which blanketed all other 
domestic and world news of the week, left Americans 
concerned and alert but notably calm. ‘There was no 
flurry of near-hysterical “keep out of war” acti 
such as greeted the official beginning of the war last 
autumn, Neither was there any perceptible popular 
clamor for a more active U.S. share in stopping 
Hitler. The first reaction of the No. 1 son of Norway 
in Congress, Senator Henrik Shipstead of Minnesota, 
was to declare: “England, mining Norwegian ter- 
ritorial waters to blockade Germany more complet 

evidently precipitated the crisis. Both countries 
violated international law 
Yet the nation’s calm could hardly be construed 


against that possibi A guess at what it did 
nify wasoffered by President Roosevelt, who observed, 
with approval, that the flare-up would probably 
make Americans think a lot more about the war and

defending the principles upon which our nation is 
founded.” Also last week, the Methodist Church at 
its New York Annual Conference adopted a resolu- 
tion declaring that “peace at any price may be 
grossly immoral,” calling for territorial restoration 
and indemnities to invaded nations and an end to 
“international brigandage.”” 

Mayor LaGuardia of New York: “The whole war 
situation has now changed. It would seem there can 
be no peace until complete restoration of the bar- 
barically invaded countries is assured.” 

Businessman Wendell Willkie (see p. 80), of New 
York: “There is one thing we are all agreed upon, and 
that is that the French and British way of life shall 
continue in this world. And by that I mean free

Many a citizen 
remained, nonetheless, determined not tobe distracted 
from America’s domestic problems, and Thomas 
y was by no means the only American in- 
terested in the outcome of the Illinois and Nebraska 
primaries on April 9. 

‘The prime result of those primaries was to give 
young Mr. Dewey's bandwagon, set rolling in Wis- 
consin the week before, a further shove along the 
road to the Republican Presidential nomination. In 
Nebraska, the New York District Attorney beat 
Michigan’s Senator Vandenberg by 4-to-3, not so 
impressive as Wisconsin's 2-to-1, but impressive 
enough to confirm Mr. Dewey’s farm-vote pulling 
power and virtually eliminate Senator Vandenberg 
from the Presidential race. In Illinois, where Dewey 
was unopposed, 927,000 people took the trouble to 
vote for him anyway. Throughout the nation, citi- 
zens who had hitherto regarded Mr. Dewey as no 
more than an interesting political freak now felt

homas Edmund Dewey, District Attorney of New York County 

and currently the No. 1 aspirant to the Republican nomination 
for President, trims his own mustache in front of his bathroom 
mirror, usually at about 8:30 in the morning. At 9:00 he brea 
fasts on orange juice, toast, a two-minute egg, three slices of 
crisp bacon and coffee with cream but no sugar. By 9:30 he is 
usually reading his papers, the New York Times and the Herald 
Tribune, en route to work in his official car with one of his two 
detectives (Andy Balga and Frank Hnida) on the front scat 
beside his chauffeur 

The desk of Dewey’s office at 137 Center St. does not ordinarily 
contain a telephone. He hates to be bothered by calls and, when 
forced to take one, usually does it in an adjoining room, Cur- 
rently, however, the noise made by PWA workmen on a building 
across the street has driven him out of his own spacious quarters 
into the cubbyhole next door, where he is more at the mercy of 
the outside world 

When talking on the phone or to someone across his desk 
Dewey executes semicircular horizontal swings in his upholstered 
swivel chair. From time to time, as though to keep in practice, he 
pops his eyes in the fashion that New York's underworld and 
more lately audiences from coast to coast have come to appre- 
ciate. A Dewey eye-pop is achieved by raising the cyelid so that 
an alarming quantity of white shows around the iris. It can be 
varied by raising the eyebrows, leaving the lid stationary. This 
procedure produces a sinister expression useful as a preface to 
the genuine pop, which follows 

The Deweys live at 1148 Fifth Ave. in an cight-room apartment 
with two baths. If Dewey is inaugurated next Jan. 20, Mrs. 
Dewey will be the first ex-showgirl who has ever entered the 
White House as its mistress and easily its most decorative occu- 
pant since Dolly Madison. The apex of Frances Hurt Dewey's 
stage career was reached in 1927 when, after an apprenticeship in 
concert work, she had a singing role in a road company of George 
White's Scandals, billed as Eileen Hoyt. Mrs. Dewey, who met 
her husband in a New York singing school, gave up her stage 
career when she married in 1928. She still has a pleasant mezzo- 
soprano and sometimes sings Morher Goose songs to the Deweys 
two small sons. 

In the summer, the Deweys live on a 3oo-acre farm at Pawling, 
N. Y., which they bought last year, paying $3,000 cash, with a 
$27,000 mortgage. Dewey's system of commuting is complex. 
He tries to leave town Friday night, come in Monday morning, 
go up again Wednesday night and come down Thursday morning. 
This schedule—which Dewey has rarely been able to maintain—is 
characteristic of his zeal for organization. It is so designed that 
the two-night stretch in New York will follow the three-night 
stretch in the country, when, presumably more refreshed than at 
any other time in the week, he will be best equipped to endure it. 

Of late, the Dewey menage has been frequently disrupted by 
the District Attorney's campaign trips. Although Mrs. Dewey 
made recent ones to Wisconsin and Nebraska, she usually stays 
at home. Dewey believes that his own youthful appearance 
will be sufficiently alarming to voters without emphasizing the 
point that his election would mean turning the White House over 
to the younger married set. The Dewey entourage usually con 
sists of Lem Jones, his confidential secretary, press agent and 
aide-de-camp; Paul Lockwood, the jolly executive Assistant 
District Attorney, who helps with speeches and acts as master 
of ceremonies; and Jules Dulce, a factotum who buys tickets, 
sees to the luggage and keeps track of the official schedule. 

Dewey's mastery of the difficult art of cross-country glad-hand- 
ing is considered remarkable by newspaper critics. His radio 
specches, carefully rehearsed with Lockwood, are marked with

marginal lines indicating where he should be at every given minute 
of the allotted time. Dewey often falls behind in the middle but has 
only once failed to catch up by the end. This occurred in Boston 
where an Irish audience, which advisers had predicted would be 
apathetic, held matters up by frequent outbursts of laughter and 
good-natured applause 

On arriving in a strange town, Dewey is visited by delegations of 
various sorts. Some candidates try to handle these en masse or space 
their visits through several hours. Dewey applies a variant of the 
method he invented for handling crowds of witnesses in the cele- 
brated New York rackets trials. He takes two adjoining hotel 
rooms. His assistants sce to it that while he talks to a delegation of 
industrial leaders, for example, in one room, a delegation of union 
leaders is ushered into the other. When the industrial leaders are 
ready to leave, Dewey steps through the door and talks to the union 
men. By the time he is through with them, the first room has been 
filled again and he steps back. This allows him to see an extraordi« 
nary assortment of people without the possible embarrassment of 
meetings between incongruous groups and has only the drawback of 
forcing Mr. Dewey to think fast enough to know what group is 
confronting him at any given moment 

A believer in the value of calling people by their names, Dewey 
starts conferences by being introduced to everyone present. He then 
smiles, pops his eyes once or twice and invites questions. His answers 
have an assurance and perspicacity which are sometimes astounding 
in view of the fact that the problems involved are ones in which he 
has never been to the slightest degree concerned. 


Dewey's stock rises 


Dewey's mannerisms and way of life have suddenly achieved a 
new importance. Until a few weeks ago, the Dewey candidacy be- 
longed to the dream world of Gallup polls, straw vores and casual 
conversation. The Wisconsin primaries last fortnight and the Ne- 
braska and Ilinois primaries last week make it obvious that, in the 
hard world of ballot boxes and nationwide clectioneering, Dewey 
rated even better than his noisiest supporters had hoped. When 
the Republican National Convention meets in Philadelphia on 
June 24, Dewey is likely to turn up with enough delegates to make 
his nomination a real possibility. 

People who suppose that Dewey has only lately been cramming on 
the farm problem, foreign policy and other large-scale perplexities 
that a President is supposed to be able to tackle do not know 
their man, Dewey had it pointed out to him before he ran for Dis- 
trict Attorney that, if he handled the office well, there was no 
position in the land to which he could not aspire. Since then, the 
District Attorney, whose phenomenal memory is one of his strongest 
professional assets, has absorbed a formidable library dealing with 
all the matters a Chief Executive should understand and could 
probably spell down Franklin Roosevelt in a quiz on the subject. He 
has also surrounded himself with a crew of expert advisers, headed 
by Russel Sprague, Republican Leader of Nassau County. Mrs. 
Ruth Hanna McCormick Simms, wife of a former Representative 
from New Mexico and daughter of the celebrated Republican boss, 
Mark Hanna, is Dewey's campaign co-manager and adviser on pre- 
convention strategy. Charles P. Sisson, former U. S. Attorney 
General, is also co-manager: 

In his choice of a brain trust, Dewey has exhibited not only disdain 
for back-scratching and logrolling but even for the all-around amia- 
bility chat comes naturally co most successful politicians. Ever 
since the Dewey Presidential boom really got under way, the leading

Republican aspirant has been engaged in a strange guerrilla war with 
the effervescent National Republican Committeeman and New York 
County Chairman, Kenneth F. Simpson. Mr. Simpson and Mr. 
Dewey are both egocentric individuals. The thin mist of good will 
that had previously existed between them vanished shortly after the 
gubernatorial campaign of 1938, when it became apparent that 
Dewey had no intention of following Simpson's suggestion that he 
continue to build up a record in New York and defer all thoughts 
about the Presidency. On April 12, the Dewey-Simpson feud came 
to a showdown when Dewey forces moved to oust Simpson from 
his National Committee post. Simpson, who will lead a bloc of 
2o-odd New York County delegates to the National Convention, 
promptly announced himself freed of obligation to support Dewey 
even on the first ballot. 

Before the Saturday Discussions Group of the Republican National 
Club, welcoming Senator Taft to New York County last month, 
Simpson said: ‘These times are far too critical for anything but the 
most mature and deliberate consideration of our Party's platform 
and candidates. By what standards shall our Republican decision 
be made? By ballyhoo, by popularity contests, by personal appeal? 
By easy optimism, by glittering promises to put us all back on the 
payroll? Frankly, I don't think so. Let us discard these pretenses 
in favor of a sober, seasoned judgment. .. . The problems at home 
and abroad require a leader of intellectual integrity, breadth of 
vision, wisdom and a measure of humility for the task before him. 
So great is the task that the next Republican President, if he is to 
do an honest job and have the courage of our convictions, must be 
willing if necessary to look for his reward to Heaven, ot to history, 
rather than to election day in 1944."" That these remarks were aimed 
at Mr. Dewey became plain after the April 12 break when Mr. 
Simpson flatly declared New York City voters unsatisfied “that 
Mr. Dewey is the best available candidate.” 


He shows little early promise 


The remarkable thing about Dewey's career, in view of its later 
sensational developments, appears to be that for the first 30 of his 
38 years he gave no special indication of amounting to anything 
special. In Owosso, Mich. (pop. 14,000), where he was born and 
where his father ran the weekly Owosso Times, Dewey's childhood 
was unmarked by signs of genius. The only thing which might have 
suggested that he would be a prodigy when mature was his stunt 
of becoming the town’s star salesman of magazine subscriptions and 
later getting up a sort of company in which he directed the efforts 
of half-a-dozen other little boys along the same lines. Dewey went 
into subscription selling at 10 and carried on the business until he 


Dewey's youngest som john has his leggings pulled off in the hall of the Deweys’ 
eight-room Fifth Avenue apartment after returning with Tommy from Central Park. 
‘Tommy is in second grade of a co-educational school—John hasn't started school yet. 
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left school. This modest enterprise undoubtedly betokened his or- 
ganizational bent and may even have given him an understanding of 
informal union methods useful later on when he came to inspect the 
corporate structure of New York rackets. 

‘At school, Dewey had played halfback on the football team 
and done well enough in public speaking to inspire a couplet in the 
yearbook, which he edited: "First in the council ball to steer the State. 
‘And ever foremost in a tongue debate,” At the University of Michigan, 
where he matriculated in 1919, he stood in the middle of his class, 
made no teams at all, joined he Phi Mu Alpha fraternity and was 
telegraph editor of the college paper for one year. 


Fine baritone voice wins college fame 


The four years a young man spends in college are often a better 
clue to his natural aptitudes than his first ten years thereafter be- 
cause, undeflected by such outside necessities as making a living, he 
can follow his own bent, Of the 32 Presidents of the U. S., all but 
eight went to college. At college the vast majority were cither 1) 
students of politics or 2) campus politicians. At Michigan, Dewey 
took courses in Political Science and Economics but his major 
interest was music. He was never nominated for president of his 
class and instead of heading the debating society, he joined the 
college glee club and the cast of the Michigan Union Opera produc- 
tion of Top of Morning, in which he played the role of a bold and 
wicked conspirator constantly plocting a coup to overthrow the 
government and make himself king. 

Dewey's fine baritone voice brought him to the attention chielly of 
avsinging teacher named Percy Rector Stephens. In 1923 Dewey 
entered Stephens’ New York Singing School—where Frances Hutt 
was a fellow student—having previously won a scholarship in 
Stephens’ Chicago School with a rendition of Hear Me Ye Winds 
and Waves (Handel). 

Dewey's decision to study law was the result less of an impassioned 
interest in the subject than of the realization that, if he took up 
singing professionally, his livelihood would be at the mercy of his 
vocal chords and that it might be well to have another string to his 
bow.<At Columbia Law School, where he transferred from Michigan, 
he shelped pay his way by singing in the choir of the Church of 
St: Matthew & St. Timothy on West 84th Street and in a synagog. 

The transformation of Dewey the choir soloist into Dewey the 
Presidential candidate has been so rapid and complete as to seem 
semi-miraculous. After leaving Columbia, he went to work for the 
law firm of Larkin, Rathbone & Perry but presently found what 
looked like a better opening in the smaller firm of MacNamara and 
Seymour. Among Mr. MacNamara’s clients was the Empire Trust 
Company. In 1930, a woman sued the Empire Trust Company over 
some stock. Mr. MacNamara found that he was going to be out

of town when the bank case came to court. Rather than let it be cried 
by an assistant, he retained George Zerdin Medalie, one of New 
York's best-known trial lawyers, assigning Dewey to explain the 
details and prepare the briefs. Medalie and Dewey hit it off from 
the first. When, on the last day of the case, William D. Mitchell, 
then Attorney General of the U. S., called the former from Washing- 
ton to offer him the post of U. S. Attorney for the Southern District 
of New York, Medalic, having accepted, naturally offered an as- 
sistant’s job to Dewey who happened at the moment to be sitting 
in the next room. Dewey had a case of indccision. It was not until 
after MacNamara had urged upon him the broadening effects of 
public scrvice and after Medalie had boosted his inducement to 
the post of Chief Assistant that Dewey was persuaded to accept. 

Dewey's career in Medalie's office was cut short by his boss's re- 
tirement in 1933 but Medalie, greatly impressed by his protégé’s 
ability both as an executive and an energetic researcher, delayed 
resigning until two days after Dewey began the trial of his biggest 
case against the celebrated bootlegger and racketeer Waxey Gordon, 
so that the new United States Attorney would not take over Dewey's 
carefully prepared case. As U. S, Attorney, Dewey won his spurs by 
trying the Gordon case. The conviction won by Dewey placed him 
in the public eye for the first time and set the stage for greater things 
to come. 


Dewey is appointed to prosecute rackets 


On leaving the U. S. District Attorney's office, Dewey set himself 
up in private practice. In 1935, a New York Grand Jury took the 
unprecedented step of asking Governor Lehman to appoint a special 
“rackets prosecutor” to dig up evidence on cases that appeared to 
have overtones of political protection. Lehman asked four well- 
known lawyers to take the job. All of them, occupied with profit- 
able practices of their own, saw no advantage to be gained by leading 
what looked like a hopeless wild-goose chase. The last of Lehman's 
prospective appointees was Medalie, Medalie persuaded the other 
four to join him in unanimously urging that Dewey be given the 
job. Lehman agreed, though protesting to the last that he consider- 
ed Dewey too obscure. 

Thus there began in 1936 the spectacular assault on the prostitu- 
tion industry that made Dewey's name a byword in the land. Clean- 
ing up the city’s vice dens was not Dewey's idea of what he had been 
hired to do. He was reluctant to attempt anything of the sort until 
preliminary probings had shown him that brothels were actually 
subjected to an outrageous protection tribute imposed by the same 
clique of rackereers whose attentions to respectable enterprises made 
them his legitimate prey. As it turned out, his choice of a field of 
endeavor could scarcely have been shrewder. 

In the entire gamut of human affairs, the subject that appears to 
have most general interest is that of Sex. If Dewey had spent his 
career as special prosecutor in chasing loan sharks, poultry kings 
and labor-union chisclers, the nation’s press would probably have 
given the whole procedure about the same amount of space accorded 
to a job-wanted advertisement from a Chinese short-order cook. 

When, after several months of burrowing in the dark, Dewey 
hauled down to his offices in the Woolworth Building—dramatically 
soundproofed, honeycombed with secret entrances and exits, and 
buzzing with self-important young assistants—a huge cross-section 
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of New York's grubbiest night life, it was not merely a page-one 
sensation in the city. Newspapers all over the land smeared the 
exciting and improving details of the raid all over their front pages. 
The trial that followed surpassed the expectations raised by the raid. 
In it that perennial favorite of fiction and the cinema, the noble 
prostitute, appeared in the flesh not once but serially, in the persons 
of such dignitaries as Mildred Harris, Nancy Presser, Cokey Flo 
Brown, Gashouse Lil and a young woman with the almost incredible 
work name of Jennie the Factory. When Lucky Luciano and his 
friends had been declared guilty 793 times, even Dewey's later 
investigation, as District Attorney, of such humdrum celebrities as 
Louis ("‘Lepke"’) Buchalter, Jacob (‘“Gurrah") Shapiro and Jimmy 
Hines became a Sort of front-page Arabian Nights series about New 
York, with the same hero for each installment, 


Dewey becomes national hero 


It remains an open question, now that all the excitement is over, 
whether New York is actually quite as thoroughly purged of or- 
ganized crime as civic-minded citizens would like to believe. In 
any case, long before Cokey Flo and her companions had returned 
to private life, Dewey had become a national hero along with Clark 
Gable, Joe DiMaggio and Lindbergh, and was ready for his reward 
as such, 

In some countries like England, the normal human reservoir of 
hero worship is provided for by a permanent hero in the person of a 
king. In che U, S., however, where heroes come and go like swal- 
lows, the need for one in 1936 was being felt not only by the country 
as a whole but also by the Republican Party in particular. Conse- 
quently, for several years, instead of having to attend the laws of 
seniority and precedence, a Republican had only to raise his head 
above water to be acclaimed as Presidential timber. Dewey's reward 
as a national hero came not in the form of a ticker-tape parade up 
Broadway but as a Presidential boom, which harked back 42 years 
to that of his grand father's third cousin, the hero of Manila Bay. 

When the late Admiral George Dewey was first mentioned for 
President, he modestly declined the honor, saying he thought the 
job was beyond him. Later, he announced that he had examined the 
situation more carefully and found that the job of President was eas- 
ier than he had thought at first and that he could therefore safely un- 
dertake it. As a result of his stupidity, he found himself installed by 
his grateful country, not in the White House, but in a mere house, 
which he finally deeded to his second wife. The Admiral’s young 
fifth cousin made no such tactless blunder. 

The first squeakings about Tom Dewey for President began to be 
heard when, persuaded to run for District Attorney of New York 
County in 1937, he won by 109,019 votes, or 18,130 more than Mayor 
LaGuardia. When Lehman nosed him out for the governorship the 
next year, the microscopic margin of Dewey's defeat—64,394 votes 
out of 4,821,631 cast—made it a moral victory. When Dewey dis- 
covered, by perusing the Gallup winter book in 1939, that the coun- 
try still regarded him as its No. 1 Republican Presidential entry, he 
was as much surprised as anybody else but his poise was never 
shaken. After considering the situation calmly, the conclusion 
reached was that he could probably handle the Presidency as well 
as anyone else in sight and had best take a shot at it. 

No one with a voting residence in New York City has ever been 
elected President. In Dewey's case this precedent may prove to be 
worthless. To the nation’s out-of-town population which fears the

metropolis as a vice den, he symbolizes not New York but a sort of 
Michigan Hercules who tidied up its Augean stables. 

Dewey's youth has been generally accepted not as a liability but 
as better evidence than a thousand speeches that he is looking for- 
ward instead of backward. Last autumn, Dewey's detractors pre- 
dicted that he would be, politically speaking, the first casualty of 
the war, on the assumption that the electorate would scarcely en- 
trust the Presidency to a whippersnapper in a moment of emergency. 
Actually, his prestige has increased, as though, convinced by White 
House propaganda about gangster nations, people felt that a star 
District Attorney were exactly what the country needed, 


Luck important factor in Dewey’s career 


‘As an orator, Dewey lacks Franklin Roosevelt's charm but he can 
deliver the smokiest platitude in such a way that it sounds like a 
bit of brand-new evidence just mined by a special investigator. His 
honesty, morals and good health have not been questioned. As a 
final point in his favor, a considerable quantity of good luck—which 
Dewey himself prefers co consider Destiny—has helped him in his 
career. The traditional U. S. attitude to a lucky person is the gen- 
erous one of more power to him, and the only demand made of a 
young man who detects in his affairs that tide which, taken in its 
flood, leads on to fortune is that he should not miss the boat. So 
far, Dewey has always been found waiting on the pier with his lug- 
gage packed and plastered up with stickers. 

The case for Dewey is undoubtedly a strong one. What the Repub- 
lican Party will presently have to consider, however, is the case 
against him, which the professional opposition can be counted on to 
state emphatically when, as and if he is nominated. Added up at 
present, this appears to read in outline as follows: 1) if not too 
young, he is certainly too inexperienced; 2) in personal contact he 
gets along badly with people; 3) as a prosecuting attorney he dis- 
regarded civil liberties on the theory that the end justified the means, 
and if he attemprs to use the same dangerous reasoning in the White 
House, he will turn out to be a sort of Hitler in Boy Scout clothes; 
and 4) he is pompous and conceited, 

To people who, in his presence, raise the stock demurrer that he 
is too inexperienced for the Presidency, Dewey, who thinks he is 
sufficiently experienced, has a stock reply. He points out that 
properly speaking no one can be qualified for the job beforehand. 
He then adds that, while the other leading Republican aspirants 
may have legislative experience, which he lacks, they all lack 
executive experience, which he has. 

On analysis, the people with whom Dewey gets along worst ap- 
pear to be the press. Reporters accuse him of the grave misdemeanor 
of tattletaling to publishers when displeased with their stories. 
Since one of a President's major jobs is to get along with the press, 
the fact that reporters have never responded to Dewey ip the way 
they respond for instance to Franklin Roosevelt constitutes a gen 
uine black mark against him. 

The claim that Dewey’s closest associates do not like him will not 
bear inspection. Lawyers who work or have worked in Dewey's 
office might be expected to resent that accolade accorded to him in 
view of the public lack of interest in themselves. On the contrary,

with which he delegates authority—a tribute corroborated by the 
fact that nowadays Dewey's office runs like clockwork whether he 
is in town or not. Most Dewey underlings have paid him the com- 
pliment of imitation, sometimes exercise with their chief in the 
Woolworth Building Gymnasium. Most of the men, like Dewey 
who got the trick from Medalie, lunch at their desks, and there are 
seven Dewey mustaches among his 20 chief assistants. 

The gossip charge that Dewey has no respect for civil liberties is 
based on evidence that, in prosecuting New York racketeers, he 
used unconventional methods to persuade recalcitrane witnesses to 
talk. Whether these methods were actually extra legal and whether 
they show him to be unfitted for the Presidency are questions that 
have not yet been answered but that will doubtless be fully dis- 
cussed later on if the need arises. While Dewey has been loudly 
charging the New Deal with fundamental dishonesty, Messrs. Cor- 
coran and Cohen have been quietly assembling a file in an effort to 
combat these charges in case Dewey gets the nomination. As to 
the charge that he is a Boy Scout, Dewey has not yet felt compelled 
to resort to a radio specch like the one made by Hugo Black when 
he was accused of belonging to the Ku Klux Klan. Actually, he was 
once a Scout bu only for two years. He never liked it much and 
allowed his membership to lapse when he was 14. 

When U. S. Attorney John P. Cahill was starting his New York 
campaign against crime, someone asked the District Attorney of 
New York whether or not he thought that the U. S. Attorney 
General would steal some of his thunder. Dewey gave this question 
serious thought and replied: “No, I don’t think so. After all, there 
was only one Lindbergh." 

On one of his recent western trips, he was late in reaching the back 
platform of the train and a local politician stood up to fill in time by 
talking to the crowd that had already gathered. When Dewey came 
out of the car, he was plainly indignant and said later: “I won't 
have other people making capital for themselves out of crowds that 
have come to hear me.” 

Incidents like these give weight to the final accusation in the anti- 
Dewey dossier. While a young man who has spent the first 30 years 
of his life in almost complete obscurity may, by study, learn most of 
the answers to the questions a Presidential candidate should know, 
the trick of imparting his knowledge tactfully is much harder to 
acquire. Ie takes long practice to learn to use even such simple 
phrases as “Off the record,” or “I do not care to make a statement” 
in such a way that they do not seem arrogant, For a man of Dewey's 
age to do it in his first decade in the political arena is practically 
impossible. Actually, while intensely concerned with himself and 
almost morbidly addicted to the pronoun “I,” Dewey's state of 
mind about Dewey betrays that curious mixture of admiration and 
distrust often perceived in otherwise well-adjusted only sons. 

For a Presidential aspirant of 38 whose personality is a campaign 
issue, it is impossible to be too careful about details. Renting a pew 
in the Church of the Heavenly Rest, six blocks from his house, in-

stead of the more modest establishments in which he used to work, 
is to date Dewey's only participation in New York's swankiet 
social doings. 

When he first got out of law school, Dewey shared bachelor 
quarters for several years on 22nd Street with another young lawyer 
named Marland Gale. Currently the Deweys sce little of Gale, now 
an attorney for the SEC, or the rest of the young crowd they used to 
go about with, but this is due more to inevitable disassociation of 
interests than to conscious social climbing. 

The Deweys spent the summers of 1935 and 1936 at Tuxedo Park, 
but their excursion into New York's stuffiest stronghold of en- 
trenched wealth did not turn out well. Tuxedo regarded Dewey as a 
“New Deal Republican,” and the Deweys, who probably did not 
know quite what they were getting into, feel much more at home 
in Pawling. The Deweys are not yet in the Social Register. Among 
their non-political friends are Lowell Thomas, radio announcer, who 
owns land near Dewey's farm and with whom the Deweys often 
dine out in the summer; Carl T. Hogan, a New York antique 
dealer; Kenneth Hogate, publisher of the Wall Street Journal; Ralph 
Reinhold, publisher of Pencil Points, a magazine for architects. 

Dewey's candidacy has had a good effect upon his wife. Mrs. 
Dewey used to grow a shade impatient about the late hours demand- 
ed of her husband by his work as a public prosecutor and was in- 
strumental in engineering Dewey's short-lived return to private 
practice in 1934. Now used to the hardships of his calling, she 
endures them good-naturedly and does not let them upset her routine 
more than necessary. Like everyone else in New York who can 
afford it, the Deweys are bothered by the servant problem. They 
have had a parade of nursemaids. Mrs. Dewey spends a large portion 
of time walking the boys in Central Park. Daughter of a Sherman, 
Tex, railroad conductor named Orla Thomas Hutt, Mrs. Dewey 
drinks an occasional highball, plays adequate bridge and likes co 
sleep late in the morning. 

The candidate goes to a good tailor but not one of the best, wears 
white soft shirts and plain ties, and has given up tennis for golf. 
When he gets a cold, he calls in both a physician and an osteopath. 
Dewey's interest in music was always more on the side of giving 
than receiving but the Deweys still like to go to Sunday afternoon 
chamber music concerts at Town Hall. About once a week, they 
spend an evening together singing duets. 

One trouble with the hero-for-President principle is that if the 
hero is frustrated in his efforts, his feelings may get hure and the 
country be thus deprived of the contributions, in other directions, 
of an able citizen. In Dewey's case no such mishap is likely. Having 
followed the copybook maxims for success, Dewey himself is a 
trifle awed by 1) the scale and 2) the speed with which they have 
been corroborated in his case. He realizes that if he docs not make 
it this time, the White House will not blow away. Dewey's attitude 
toward his candidacy is typical. He is delighted to have had the 
chance to tell large audiences what he thinks of the New Deal and 
takes pride in the feeling that, even if he does not win the nomina- 
tion, he may already have done his country good.

INETEEN MINUTES before a big city news- 

paper's first edition goes to press. Page by 
page, a story starts coming across the city editor’s 
desk. 

‘The city editor reaches for his phone, calls the 
make-up editor in the composing room. “How we 
doing?” he asks. “This City Hall story looks pretty 
hot.” 

“We're going to be tight. Keep it down,” warns 
the make-up editor. “We can’t squeeze the Wash- 
ington story another inch.” 


“Okay,” responds the city editor. He looks at 
the penciled layout for Page One, scribbles some 
figures in the upper corner of the sheet of copy, and 
with an expert twist sends it sailing onto the big 
horseshoe desk next to his own. 

“We're tight, Mac,” he calls to the man in the 
slot. “Cut it a third.” 


> Seventeen minutes now to the deadline ... only 
ten for cutting, editing, headline-writing. For those 
vital ten minutes, the responsibility rests on the 
shoulders of the man in the slot . .. newspaper par- 
lance for the head of the copy desk. 


A dozen considerations flash their chain lightning 
patterns across the slot man’s mind. Tyler’s story... 
‘Tyler the brilliant and touchy. He got it out of that 
certain municipal department which is giving off 
a faintly gamy odor. The boss will want it in all 
editions. This isn't the big break though, just an- 
other build-up to it. Damn good story .... real stuff 
in every paragraph. Hard to cut. Needs a headline 
with sock. Who's to handle it? Ward’s fooling 
around with that zoo story...Won't do, his cuts 
make Tyler sore. Colihan’s a better bet. 

*“Colihan,” says the man in the slot. One of the 
furious pencil-wielders around the rim of the 
horseshoe looks up. “Cut this a third and put a 
thirty-six head on it in time for the bulldog.” 

All this has used up fifteen seconds. 


Colihan has nine and a half minutes to cut and 
edit and write a top headline and sub-headline. 
Every line of both headlines must count exactly 
so many characters and spaces, figuring i as a half 
and m and w one and a half characters. 


‘Then the slot man will take just fifteen seconds 
more to review Colihan’s work, change “banned” 
to “curbed,” sniff the whole concoction for traces 
of libel, and shoot it to the news editor in the com- 
posing room. 


It is a shorter story than Tyler's original, and a 
better one—keener of edge, swifter of impact, yet 
complete in every essential detail. 


> The slot is not a glamorous job. It hasn’t been 
discovered by Shubert Alley or the fiction maga- 
zines. To the cub reporter, eager for by-lines and 
self-expression, the whole copy desk looks like a 
backwater. It takes maturity—grasp of the whole 
art of news presentation—to appreciate the little 
miracles that a good copy desk passes. 


> Among the men who write and edit The Weekly 
Newsmagazine, the man in the slot and the men on 
the rim are held in greater respect, perhaps, than 
in their own city rooms. For more than any other 
newspapermen in the business, TIME men write 
with the consciousness that they must cut, prune, 
hone, concentrate, and distil.
